m orning of this week. 


It was revealed at the council 
m eeting that a num ber of busi­ 
ness establishm ents have not paid 
th eir business license fees, al­ 
though am ple notice has been 
given by the city. It was stated 
that m ore than one notice has 
been given and that to encourage 
early paym ent the city had given 
10 per cent on license fees paid 
before July 31.

It is said that Palm Springs has 
been m uch m ore lenient in this 
m atter than are other cities, most 
of 
w hich 
dem and 
immediate 
paym ent. Realizing th at business 
m en here have not been accus­ 
tomed to paying for business li­ 
censes, the city has been slow 
about taking any action in the 
m atter. 
Now, however, city offi­ 
cials feel that local business men 
have been given ample notice and 
tim e and that the city should 
clam p down on firms th at have 
not yet paid th e ir business license 
fees. 
The council this week passed a 
resolution instructing C ity A ttor­ 
ney Roy C olegate to sue for un­ 
paid business licenses—a list of 
those business m en to be sued to 
be furnished him by th e finance 
com m ittee of the council.

(he average business m an up and 
dow n the street and the non­ 
business resident have not yet 
been solicited. 
The president explained th at 
all the money that can be col­ 
lected easily is now in. The "old 
guard" 
members 
have already 
donated 
generously, 
and 
the 
cham ber must now' depend upon 
the $25 m em berships from local 
m erchants. 
Fine Publicity 
The fine publicity work th at 
the cham ber is now doing was 
discussed. 
Hinkle described the 
prom otional work th at Benj. Al- 
laun is doing for Palm Springs. 
A llaun is getting large d epart­ 
m ent 
stores 
in 
m ajor 
cities 
throughout the country to use 
the Palm Springs them e in their 
cruise w ear u'indow displays. 
It 
is costing the cham ber of com ­ 
m erce about $200 a week to keep 
A llaun out on the road, but he 
is doing one of the finest pub­ 
licity jobs ever accomplished for 
Palm Springs, it was pointed out. 
The 
fashion 
s h o w 
at 
the 
R acquet Club this fall was pro­ 
m oted by the cham ber of com ­ 
merce. 
This also 
resulted 
in 
m uch favorable publicity for this 
desert resort. 
In January four national m aga­ 
zines will carry colored pictures 
of the fashion show held here. 
Life and Look magazines will 
each have double-page spreads in 
color of the fashion show. 
Palm Springs Press Relations, 
the new' cham ber of commerce 
bureau, is getting good coverage 
in 
m etropolitan 
papers. 
Both 
new s and news pictures are being 
used by daily papers and receiv­ 
ing good placem ent, it is said. 
Easter Early 
President H inkle pointed out 
the im portant fact th at Easter 
com es early this season and th at 
it w ill be necessary for the cham ­ 
ber of commerce to work hard in 
ord er 
to 
prolong 
the 
season 
through the glorious months of 
A pril and May, alw ays the finest 
on the desert. H inkle stated th at 
a fine season is expected during 
January, February and the first 
half of M arch; 
but 
that 
the 
cham ber m ust w ork if the season 
is to be prolonged beyond th at 
point. 
The fine w ork of the cham ber 
of commerce in the recent elec­ 
tion to divide the high school dis­ 
trict was described. 
The cham ­ 
ber of commerce paid for the ad ­ 
vertising and called the m eeting 
to organize Palm Springs to fight 
for the division, it w as stated. 
Everyone now know s how Palm 
Springs voted solidly for the d i­ 
vision. 
Credit B ureau Success 
M. L. Peterson, the new execu­ 
tive secretary of the cham ber of 
commerce, is devoting his tim e to 
publicity work. 
M ackie Etcha- 
son is conducting the credit b u ­ 
reau, which is now netting the 
cham ber a profit of about $100 a 
month. 
It 
was 
explained 
th at 
the 
cham ber of comm erce has been 
w orking with the Southern P a ­ 
cific Railroad, w hich plans to use 
Palm 
Springs 
pictures, 
along 
w ith Arizona pictures, in its pro­ 
m otional m aterial. 
Financial Strain 
A ll that the cham ber has been 
accom plishing costs m oney. 
The 
cham ber of commerce is under a 
h e a v y 
expense; 
salaries 
for 
executive secretary, photographer 
and other employees, along w ith 
o th er expenses, are a heavy drain 
on the treasury. 
Therefor, ac­ 
cording to the president, it is 
very im portant th at as m any 
sm all mem berships as possible be 
received. Letters w ill go out next 
w eek to all persons who have 
taken out business licenses, a sk ­ 
ing them to join the cham ber of 
commerce, H inkle said. 
Open Discussion 
A fter outlining w hat the cham ­ 
ber of commerce 
has 
accom­ 
plished recently. President H in­ 
kle called for discussion from the 
floor. 
Stanley Rosin suggested 
th at would be a good idea to have 
the Palm Springs w eather report 
in th e Los Angeles newspapers. 
It w as thought by m any present 
th a t this would not be advisable 


because to have Palm Springs in ­ 
cluded in the w eather report it 
would be necessary to continue it 
12 m onths a year, and many felt 
that the sum m er tem peratures 
would give this w inter resort un­ 
favorable publicity. 
Travis Rogers suggested that 
the cham ber o f commerce spon­ 
sor an am ateur rodeo. 
It was 
pointed out th at the annual Palm 
Springs 
Rodeo, 
a 
professional 
show, 
has been losing money 
every year because its produc­ 
tion costs have been too high. 
Travis 
Rogers 
claimed 
that it 
costs much less to produce an 
am ateur rodeo, that the gate re­ 
ceipts are just as big as in a pro­ 
fessional show and that an am a­ 
teur rodeo w ould give the vil­ 
lage 
m ore favorable publicity. 
Mr. Rogers said that the annual 
professional rodeo here may be 
dropped this season by the pro­ 
moters. 
Wants Convention 
H arrison Leussler wanted the 
California 
L ibrary 
Association 
invited here for its annual con­ 
vention in 1942. 
They were in­ 
terested in m eeting here in 1940, 
he asserted, b u t they have now 
decided to hold their 1940 con­ 
vention in Long Beach. 
About 
1000 persons attend these conven­ 
tions, which are held one year in 
N orthern California and the next 
year in Southern California. 
Mr. 
Leussler pointed out that 
the 
California 
Library 
Association 
convention is held in May and 
would thus be a boon to Palm 
Springs that tim e of the year. 
Parking on Palm Canyon Drive 
was brought up. 
It was the con­ 
census of opinion at the m eet­ 
ing that it is th e local m erchants 
and their employees that park all 
day long on Palm Canyon Drive, 
thus m aking it almost impossible 
for shoppers an d hotel guests to 
find places to park in the dow n­ 
town area. It w as suggested that 
the police departm ent should be 
asked to strictly enforce the two- 
hour parking law.

D avid Selznick, w hen he saw the test, felt confident 
that Joan could “handle” the part, a difficult role. 
He signed h er 
to a long term contract.

Springs, California Presbyterian 
church is nam ed Waffles. 
He is 
i large-sized desert turtle, which 
came to the church three years 
ago, 
and 
has 
been about the 
prem ises ever since. The Sunday 
school children named him W af­ 
fles because his back looks like 
a waffle. 
T hey never get w eary 
of 
gathering 
about 
him 
and 
w atching his strange antics. 
We 
feed him lettuce and grapes and 
melon rind. 
He eats for him self 
small desert weeds and flowers 
that grow w ithin the church wall. 
Last year I bored a hole in the 
bone under his neck and put a 
ring there to which was attach ­ 
ed a chain about fifty feet long. 
I then fastened the chain to 
a 
long w ire w hich runs along the 
ground, so th at he could travel up 
and down forty or fifty feet w ith ­ 
out any danger of his getting out 
of the church yard when 
t h e 
gates might be open. 
These desert turtles are of 
a 
very low intelligence, but 
have 
certain instincts of self-preserva­ 
tion which are interesting. 
Of 
course, like all turtles, on the a p ­ 
proach 
of 
danger, 
dogs 
and 
strangers, he immediately w ith ­ 
draws to his trailer which he car­ 
ries on his back. Out in the hot 
sun. if he cannot find shelter, he 
tosses up sand onto his back to 
make 
an 
artificial 
sunshade. 
About the m iddle of November 
he digs a hole under one of the 
church buildings. 
It is interest­ 
ing to see him make the excava­ 
tion. 
He w orks like one of those 
bull-dozer road scrapers, pushing 
the d irt out in front of him, as 
he goes deeper into his 
w inter 
quarters. 
In there, 
he 
finally 
covers him self over and goes to 
sleep like a bear, and 
we 
see 
nothing more of him until t h e 
warm days come again about the 
first of April. 
People say these 
creatures live many years, but I 
have no way of telling how old 
W affles may be. 
Someone w as rem arking re ­ 
cently that he seemed very lone­ 
ly, and expressed the wish that 
we could find a m ate for him. 
It is most am using to see him 
start out to go someplace. Instead 
of being flat on the ground as he 
usually is, he stands up high, and 
with long strides makes a quick 
get-away. 
I think I shall attach 
a little brass tag on the 
r i n g 
which he w ears below his neck 
so th at if he does get away those 
finding him m ay know' w here he 
belongs. 
Only two days ago, the 
janitor of our church spied him 
hiking out for the m ountains as 
fast as he could go, and once last 
year the chauffeur at one of the 
homes half a m ile aw ay saw him 
hurrying along the 
road, 
and 
knowing 
w here 
he 
belonged, 
brought him back. 
In fact, 
I 
think all the children of the com ­ 
m unity know W affles. 
“Each after his kind,” is t h e 
way the Bible speaks of the v a­ 
rious creatures of G od’s creation. 
They have their habits and their 
instincts, and nearly 
all 
have 
some mode of self-preservation. 
Some have quills like the porcu­ 
pine, some can ru n very 
fast, 
some have claws and can fight, 
cats can run up a tree, pheasants 
can squat down and look like the

By Nov. 19, 1938, the city had 
issued 375 licenses and had col­ 
lected therefrom $8.780.65. 
D ur­ 
ing the fiscal year 1938-39, t h e 
city received approxim ately $12,­ 
000 total reevnue from business 
license taxes. 
On the other hand, by Nov. 10. 
1939, the city had issued 332 busi­

Light and Pow er com pany under 
which the power com pany w ill 
purchase au of the pow er pro­ 
duced by a loop plant at Colum­ 
bus, Nebraska, and later by T ri­ 
Counties 
Hydro 
plants, 
under 
which all the power from these 
projects w ill flow into the lines 
of the power company serving 
Lincoln and a wide area in east­ 
ern N ebraska north and south of 
the Platte river. 
Information is also given that 
under a sim ilar contract recently 
signed w ith the N ebraska Power 
company hydro energy will be 
m arketed in a like m anner in 
Omaha

was a warm day, and the little 
dog seemed worn out, evidently 
having traveled some distance.

He told me that 
he, with a half dozen others, had 
been ordered off a freight train 
in the middle of the desert be­ 
cause one of the men in the group 
had stepped on an air hose be­ 
tween two cars and had acci­ 
dentally disconnected it, thus 
stopping the train. It is an un­ 
written rule that any hobo inter­ 
fering with the operation of a 
train, is put off, but when the 
brakeman tried to find out which 
one of the group was guilty, none 
of them would tell, so they were 
all put off. 
The young man told me that he 
came to California from the Ok­ 
lahoma dust bowl, in an effort 
to get a job to help his brother 
remain in college. He was very 
bitter against the National Youth 
Administration because, he said, 
it prevented worthy young peo­ 
ple from working their way 
through college. 
“My parents 
aren’t on relief,” he said, “so the 
N. Y. A. doesn’t apply to my 
brother, my sister, or myself, be­ 
cause the college jobs are given 
to boys and girls whose parents 
are on relief. Two of us work 
when we can find jobs while the 
other goes to college, and in that 
way each one of us gets a year 
of school every third year, so I 
expect to graduate about 10 years 
from now." He was an intelli­ 
gent young man, and I believed 
him. He said he came to Cali­ 
fornia because there were no 
jobs in Oklahoma, and the Okla­ 
homans he knew who had come 
to California had all found jobs. 
He couldn’t be blamed for com­ 
ing to California, nor for bum­ 
ming his way on a freight train, 
and his spunk is to be admired. 
I hope that he got a good job 
and is in college now.

Riverside county undernourished 
school children will soon be sup­ 
plied with free lunches under an 
SRA arrangement with the fed­ 
eral surplus commodities corpo­ 
ration, Charles Berkowitz. county 
director of the state relief ad­ 
ministration, has been notified. 
All schools supported by public 
funds and many supported by 
education, religious or charitable 
organizations will have access to 
commodities purchased by the 
Federal Surplus 
Commodities 
corporation and received by the 
state relief administration, it was 
announced. 
Fred Olmsted, state director 
for the SRA bureau of commod­ 
ity distribution, expects distribu­ 
tion of the food to begin within 
two weeks. 
He said the SRA is serving as 
the certifying agency in the pro­ 
gram to check on children eligi­ 
ble to share in the lunches. 
“We intend to double the 
amount of surplus commodity 
foods given school children,” 
Olmsted declared. “During the 
past year the actual value of 
c o m m o d ities distributed for 
school lunches amounted to an 
average of 9 cents per child per 
month.”

A $10,000,000 program for the 
rebuilding and repair of refrig­ 
erator cars during the first six 
months of 1940 was announced 
today by the Pacific Fruit Ex­ 
press Company, bringing the 
company’s completed and plan­ 
ned expenditures to approxi­ 
mately 
$20,000,000 for improve­ 
ments to equipment alone since 
January, 1939. 
The 1939 budget provided for 
the rebuilding of 2300 cars, 500 
of which remain to be completed 
before the end of the year. By 
July, 1940, an additional 2500 
cars will be rebuilt in readiness 
for seasonal peak handling of 
Western perishable crops'. "Re­ 
building" a refrigerator car, it 
was explained, means replace­ 
ment of the box part of the car 
with an entirely new superstruc­ 
ture, the only parts of the orig­ 
inal car going into the rebuilt 
unit being the underframes and 
trucks. 
Jointly owned by Southern Pa­ 
cific and Union Pacific railroads, 
Pacific Fruit Express is the 
world's largest refrigerator car 
service, with more than 38,000 
cars in its fleet for the transpor­ 
tation of fruits, vegetables a n d 
other perishable crops to the dis­ 
tant markets of the Middle West 
and East. 
The company has spent ap­ 
proximately $21,500,000 for 5700 
new cars in the past 10 years, and 
is now building 25 so-called su­ 
per-giant cars at a cost of about 
$150,000, according to the an­ 
nouncement.

desert for many years. 
The speaker told the Masons 
concerning the wonders o f the 
Joshua Tree National Monument, 
located northeast of Palm Springs 
on 
the 
road 
to 
Tw enty-nine 
Palms. 
This is a 
million-acre 
floral and 
faunal 
preserve, he 
said, with elevations running up 
to 
5000 
feet above 
sea level. 
There one 
will find 
beautiful 
specimens o f the California Ju n i­ 
per, huge Joshua trees and Pinto 
Basin. 
Pinto Basin was a one time 
haunt of the now alm ost extinct 
antelope. The government is now 
making a survey to doti rm ine the 
advisability o f re-establishing the 
antelope in Pinto Basin, he said. 
Eight to ten m ountain sheep, of 
which there are only about 200 
in the entire state now. inhabit 
Pinto Basin. The m ountain sheep 
of the West is almost extinct also. 
Dr. Jaeger explained that eight 
to ten thousand years ago there 
was a lake in Pinto Basin. 
In­ 
dians lived on the shore of this 
lake and fed on shell fish that 
lived in th e lake. 
Rem ains of 
their old fire places with shells 
around them have been found in 
the 
basin, 
according 
to 
the 
speaker. 
The 
speaker 
discussed 
the 
Joshua tree, which is a m em ber 
of the yucca genus of plants. The 
Joshua tree belongs to the lily 
family and 
is the largest tree 
yucca to be found. 
He stated 
that 
he 
m easured 
one 
in the 
Joshua Tree National M onum ent 
that was 13*/¿ feet around a t the 
heighth of h is shoulder. 
Fifty species of insects live in 
and food off the stem of the y u c­ 
ca; and there is a little species of 
lizzard that eats these term ites 
and other pests of the yucca. 
The speaker told the Masons 
th at scorpions are not very pois­ 
onous. 
Dr. Jaeger, an intensely in te r­ 
esting speaker and an outstand­ 
ing authority on the deserts of 
Southern California, is the author 
of the books, "California D es­ 
erts,” "Denizens of th e Desert. 
"Denizens 
of California M oun­ 
tains” and o th er volum es to be 
found in the local library. At the 
present tim e he is w riting a book 
listing every known species of 
flora and fauna to be found on 
the desert from the northern rim 
of Death Valley to th e Mexican 
border. 
He has draw n over 800 
illustrations himself for this book

And now that warring nations m ust vastly curtail 
their picture industries, Doctor Hollywood will be 
called in eagerly to soothe horror shocked nerves 
with the sedative of screen magic. It may be that 
in a long drawn war of “nerves,” the m ovie you 
see at your neighborhood show house will also be 
employed overseas as a potent m unition of de­ 
fense.

A HORRID PICTURE, T O O 


The National Safety Council’s tally of motor 
vehicle deaths for the first eight m onths of this 
year show s a small margin of im provem ent over 
last year’s record. 
During that period 760 fewer 
deaths w ere recorded than during the sam e period 
in 1938. The real significance of the im provem ent, 
however, lies in the fact that last year’s returns 
showed a phenomenal turn of the tide toward 
greater safety. 
The tide is still running in that di­ 
rection, although somewhat more feebly. 


The im provem ent needs to go on for w e have 
been paying an exhorbitant price in human lives 
for the use of a vehicle still largely devoted to 
pleasure purposes and nonessential convenience. 
There has been a good deal of shuddering in 
the past few w eeks over the vision of m angled and 
bleeding bodies on the battlefields. 
But w e give 
little thought to the mangled and bleeding bodies 
on American roadsides, although that is a horrid 
picture, too. 


In the 25 years of highway im provem ent and 
expansion of automobile use since 1914 a toll of 
more than a half million lives has been taken in 
payment. 
The collection reached a maximum in 
1937 when it w as nearly 40 thousand. 
Eighteen 
m onths’ participation in the World war took the 
lives of 50 thousand American soldiers. 


We’ve done som ething about that 1937 record, 
but we don’t know yet if it is lasting. 
And for all 
that has been done we are still killing off more 
than 30 thousand people a year. 
If the death rate 
becom es stabilized and goes no higher than last 
year and this, w e shall sacrifice another 800 thou­ 
sand lives in the next 25 years. 


Verily the National Safety Council and safety 
organizations everywhere have their work cut out
